IRELAND'S DANGER. 


Irishmen in rebellion against the Free State, already accepted 
by the Dail Eireann, have refused the following proposals, any 
one of which would have cleared the atmosphere of Erin and* 
given some hope for peace: 
First. That an election be held in June on the issues of the 
Anglo-Irish Treaty and the new Irish Constitution, 
with 
the 
agreement that if the Free State was supported a later general 
election should be held to P ^ 8 finally upon the Constitution and to 
elect new national representatives. 
Second. That an election be held in June on the single issue 
of the Anglo-irish Treaty. 
Third. That on a Sunday within a month the people of Ire-t I 
land should be counted, plebiscite-fashion, at some place within \ 
their parishes or within the residential blocks of their cities, for 
or against the Anglo-Irish Treaty. 
To each of these Irishmen in rebellion against their own Gov­ 
ernment objected. The “peace conference" from which so much 
was hoped has dissolved. 
Ireland is back on the basis of civil 
war, and in the last week the disorders that have been centering J 
in Dublin have spread first to Mullingar and finally to Cork. 
The time may not be yet, but it cannot be far off when Collins 
and Griffith must force through their hard-won Irish Free State 
or see it whittled away by guerrilla tactics, through murders by 
gunmen and the elements of anarchy that are coming to the sur­ 
face in Ireland. They must take hold and govern or they must 
prepare to go. 
These are ugly signs, this fighting at Mullingar a few days 
back, that mutiny at Limerick a little while ago and this terror 
that is shaking Cork and driving Irishmen out of Ireland. Every

JEWELS AND BI LLION TAKEN FROM RUSSIAN CHURCHES

The famous Troitz*;, or Trinity, Cathedral in Petrograd has 
been robbed of all its valuables. Similar robberies are reported 
at various other places, but generally speaking the requisitioning 
of church valuables is proceeding with little difficulty. 
The removing of the valuables from the churches in Moscow 
is about three-fourths completed. 
The aggregate of treasure^ 
taken includes silver by the ton, gold by the hundredweight, 
pearls by the bushel and diamonds by the peck. The valuables are 
tored in boxes arid placed! in warehouses under guard, where 
they await sorting. 
The treasure boxes from Moscow alone are heaped to the 
ceiling. 
The boxes seen by the correspondent filled one floor 
IOO feet long and 45 feet wide. Four other floors are being used 
for storing the treasures from the provinces,. 
The Kiev Monastery yielded, among other things, a golden 
lamp ornamented with 241 diamonds and 207 pearls, according 
to newspaper advices.
